To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newquay  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  Newquay,  during  the  year  1902. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  exceedingly  good,  the 
death  rate  for  the  year,  13*5  per  1000,  being  below  the  average  of 
the  last  10  years,  whilst  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate  has  been  nil. 

The  District  under  your  Council's  control  has  been  largely 
increased  by  the  extension  of  the  boundary,  which  came  into 
operation  this  year,  the  area  being  practically  trebled. 

As  regards  matters  reported  upon  last  year,  the  improvement  of 
the  Main  Drainage  system  at  the  western  outlet  has  been 
completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  a  Public  Mortuary  is  in 
course  of  erection. 

Of  matters  still  requiring  attention,  the  abatement  of  the  Nuis¬ 
ance  caused  by  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  Gann  el  Estuary  is 
the  most  important,  and  I  would  press  upon  your  Council  the 
urgent  necessity  of  immediate  and  decisive  action  in  dealing  with 
this  question  as  a  matter  of  Public  Health,  and  one  of  vital  impor¬ 
tance  to  Newquay  as  a  Health  Resort. 

Other  recommendations  which  have  not  yet  been  carried  out,  are 
the  improvement  of  the  Hospital  accommodation,  the  provision  of 
an  efficient  Disinfecting  apparatus,  and  the  widening  of  the  Main 
Street  in  narrow  and  dangerous  situations.

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Area  and  Population. 

The  extension  of  the  district,  proposed  in  1901,  having  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  came  into  force  on 
April  1st,  1902. 

The  old  area  was  estimated  at  311  acres,  and  the  additional  area 
to  he  included  in  the  Urban  District  comprised  592-g-  acres,  viz., 
from  St.  Columb  Minor  Parish,  213a.,  2r.,  15p.,  and  from 
Crantock  Parish,  378a.,  3r.,  29p.  The  total  area  of  the  New 
Urban  District  is  therefore  903^. 

The  population  of  Newquay,  at  the  1901  Census  was  2,935,  and 
of  the  area  proposed  to  be  included,  180,  the  total  population  of  the 
extended  area,  at  that  date,  being  3115.  Allowing  for  a  similar 
rate  of  increase  as  in  previous  years,  the  population  at  the  middle 
of  1902,  of  the  extended  area,  should  be  over  3,300,  but  various 
causes  have  probably  operated  to  reduce  this  estimate,  and  I  have 
therefore  taken  3,250  to  be  the  approximate  population  for  statis¬ 
tical  purposes. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
815,  unoccupied  13,  and  building  7. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was  4*5. 

Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  46,  viz.,  18  males  and 
28  females.  Estimating  the  population  at  3,250,  the  resulting 
death  rate  is  14T  per  1,000.  Omitting  2  deaths  of  visitors,  the 
death  rate  of  the  resident  population  only  was  13*5  per  1,000.

9  deaths  occurred  between  70  and  80,  8  between  80  and  90,  and 
1  death  over  90,  viz.,  at  93. 


Infantile  Mortality. 


7  deaths  occurred  under  1  year,  the  infantile  mortality,  or  pro¬ 
portion  of  deaths  per  1,000  births  being  equal  to  97*2  per  1,000. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  past  year  is  nil,  no  deaths  having 
been  registered  from  Zymotic  Disease,  during  the  year. 


Births. 


72  births  were  registered,  viz.,  36  males  and  36  females,  equal  to 
a  birth-rate  of  22T  per  1,000.

Zymotic  Diseases. 

33  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  the 
majority  being  cases  of  measles,  as  under. 

Measles  23  Scarlet  Fever  9  Diphtheria  1 


Measles. 


A  slight  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  in  April  and  May,  about 
15  cases  being  notified  in  these  months,  the  remaining  cases  being 
notified  at  other  periods. 

The  notification  of  the  first  case  in  April,  was  accompanied  by 
the  written  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  attend¬ 
ance  that  the  case  should  be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  I 


found,  on  enquiry,  that  the  patient  was  one  of  9  children,  in  a 
small  house,  the  house  itself  being  in  a  very  dirty  state.  The 
father  gained  his  living  by  hawking  fruit  and  sweets,  and  in  one 
of  the  bedrooms  a  quantity  of  oranges  was  stored.  As  effective 
isolation  appeared  to  be  impracticable  at  home,  I  agreed  with  the 
recommendation,  advising  removal  of  the  case  to  the  Hospital,  and 
a  meeting  of  the  Council  as  a  Hospital  Committee  was  called  to 
consider  the  matter,  as,  under  the  Hospital  Regulations,  the 
Medical  Officer  has  no  power  to  send  cases  of  Measles  to  the 
Hospital  except  under  certain  conditions,  viz.,  “when  considered 
advisable  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Hospital 
Committee  of  the  Council  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the 
town.” 

In  the  above  case  the  Committee  disagreed  with  the  recommend¬ 
ation,  advising  removal  to  Hospital,  and  it  was  decided  by  the 
Committee  that  the  case  should  be  isolated  at  home,  that  a  payment 
not  exceeding  20/-  a  week  should  be  paid  to  the  Aunt  of  the 
patient,  to  nurse  the  case  and  abstain  from  other  work  elsewhere, 
the  father  also  being  prohibited  from  following  his  occupation 
during  the  illness  of  the  child,  and  his  stock  of  fruit  and  sweets 
being  ordered  to  be  destroyed,  compensation  to  be  paid  him  for  the 
same. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  a  second  case  was  subsequently 
notified  from  the  same  family,  and  it  was  found  quite  impossible, 
in  practice,  to  enforce  the  restrictions,  as  required  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  of 
which  6  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  3  were 
isolated  at  their  own  homes. 

In  January,  1  case  was  notified,  probably  contracted  at  St. 
Austell. 

April.  2  cases  notified,  shortly  after  a  circus  had  visited  the 
town,  to  which  both  children  had  been  taken. 

June.  4  cases  notified,  3  of  which  arose  from  a  case  infected  at 
Southampton,  and  the  fourth  from  possible  contact  with  one  of 
these. 

August.  1  case  notified,  a  visitor,  and  probably  imported. 

December.  1  case  notified,  infection  being  traced  to  com¬ 
munication  by  letter,  from  an  infected  household. 

In  all  cases,  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  the  rooms,  etc.,  was 
carried  out  after  the  removal  or  convalescence  of  the  patients.

Diphtheria. 

1  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified,  which  was  isolated  at  home, 
and  recovered.  A  case  of  Ulcerative  Tonsillitis  which  ended  fatally, 
occurred  a  few  days  previously  in  the  same  family,  pointing  to  a 
common  source  of  origin,  but  the  actual  source  of  infection  could 
not  be  traced. 

Isolation  Hospital, 

The  Hospital  was  employed  on  three  occasions  during  the  year, 
for  isolating  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  being  in  use  altogether  for  17 
weeks. 

3  cases  were  admitted  in  April,  the  Hospital  being  opened  on 
April  18th  and  closed  on  June  2nd,  the  patients  being  discharged. 

The  Hospital  was  again  opened  on  June  28th,  for  the  reception 
of  3  cases,  and  closed  on  August  1st.  A  few  days  later  an  applica¬ 
tion  was  made  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  for  a  private  case  (Scarlet 
Fever),  which  was  granted  by  the  Council,  the  Hospital  being  in 
use  for  5  weeks,  when  it  was  finally  closed  (Sept.  6th). 

The  improved  Hot  Water  Apparatus,  which  was  recommended 
to  be  provided  last  year,  was  completed  in  February,  and  has 
proved  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  been  visited  and  inspected  30 
times,  by  myself,  and  during  its  occupation  by  patients,  daily  visits 
have  been  made  by  the  Inspector  or  other  employe  of  the  Council. 

The  Hospital  was  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  after 
removal  of  the  patients,  and  all  clothing  left  by  patients  and  unfit 
for  further  use,  was  destroyed. 

A  proper  Disinfecting  Apparatus  is  greatly  needed,  however,  as 
bedding  cannot  be  effectively  dealt  with  by  the  ordinary  methods 
of  fumigation,  etc. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  extension  and  enlargement  of  the  Main  Drainage  Outfall  at 
the  west  end  of  the  town,  which  was  approved  of  and  commenced 
last  year,  was  completed  early  in  the  year,  the  work  having  been 
executed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  as  a  result,  no  further 
complaints  have  been  received  as  to  smells  arising  from  the  outfall 
at  that  end  of  the  district. 

As  regards  the  Gannel  Outfall,  which,  owing  to  the  extension  of 
the  area  of  the  town,  now  comes  within  your  Council’s  District,  I 
regret  to  have  to  report  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  remedy  the 
existing  nuisance  caused  by  deposit  on  the  Gannel  Banks,  and  that 
the  practical  solution  of  this  much  debated  question,  appears  to  be 
reserved  for  posterity  in  the  distant  future. 

As  reported  in  my  last  year’s  report,  your  Council  having 
abandoned  further  consideration  of  the  Septic  Tank  Scheme, 
instructed  the  Surveyor  to  survey,  prepare  plans  and  drayv  up  a 
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report  upon  a  fresh  scheme  of  Drainage,  the  main  object  of  which 
would  be  the  diversion  of  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  the  Gannel 
Sewage  into  the  present  main  drain  and  western  outfall. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  your  Surveyor  prepared 
and  presented  two  Schemes  for  your  consideration,  one,  a  com¬ 
prehensive  scheme,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £5500,  and  which 
provided  for  a  New  Main  Sewer  which  should  deal  with  practically 
the  whole  of  the  drainage  now  passing  into  the  Gannel,  and 
another,  a  modified  scheme,  which  would  take  a  part  only  of  this 
drainage,  at  a  cost  of  £4200.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  burden 
my  report  with  the  details  of  these  alternative  schemes,  seeing  that 
both  schemes  having  been  submitted  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  selection  and  approval,  and  the  L.  G.  Board  having 
declined  to  adjudicate  on  the  matter,  your  Council  has  not  yet 
decided  upon  adopting  either. 

16  New  Houses  were  connected  with  the  Main  Drainage  during 
the  year.  The  total  amount  spent  on  Drainage  during  the  year 
was  £148  11s.  2d.,  and  on  Sewage  Disposal  £208. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. 

Under  the  above  Act,  21  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year. 
Two  cottages  in  Beech  Lane  were  reported  as  being  without 
adequate  water  supply.  1  house  in  Broad  Street  as  dirty  and 
insanitary.  In  1  house  in  Fore  Street,  the  rain  water  pipes  were 
defective,  the  closet  without  proper  ventilation  or  lighting,  and  the 
back  yard  defectively  drained,  1  house  in  Lansdowne  Place,  was 
reported  as  having  dilapidated  and  defective  outdoor  Closet,  roof 
leaking,  and  damp  bedroom  walls,  and  outside  path  improperly 
drained.  1  house  in  Crantock  St.,  was  reported  as  having  damp 
insanitary  cement  flooring  to  living  room.  Notices  were  sent  to 
owners  in  all  these  cases  to  have  the  defects  reported,  remedied. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  ipos. 

Under  Sec.  132  of  the  above  Act,  which  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1902,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
deal  specifically  in  his  report  with  the  administration  of  the  Act  in 
workshops  and  workplaces  in  his  district. 

(a)  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  a  Register 
of  the  workshops  has  been  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
who  has  personally  visited  and  inspected  the  whole  of  the  premises 
coming  within  the  operation  of  the  Act.  41  premises  have  been 
placed  on  the  register,  viz.  : —

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(b)  As  regards  Sanitation,  very  few  defects  have  been  reported. 
In  no  case  has  the  air  space  in  work-rooms  been  less  than  the 
statutory  requirements.  Ventilation  has  been  generally  good,  and 
where  defective,  has  been  due  rather  to  neglect  of  available  means, 
windows,  etc.,  than  the  absence  of  such. 

In  a  few  cases,  greater  care  as  to  general  cleanliness  and  removal 
of  dust  was  required,  and  more  frequent  lime-washing  of  walls. 

(c)  Retail  Bakehouses.  These  were  found,  in  all  cases,  in 
sanitary  condition,  and  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

(d)  Closet  accommodation  was  found  to  be  defective  or  insuffi¬ 
cient  in  a  few  cases,  and  notice  has  been  given  in  such  cases,  for 
the  same  to  be  remedied. 

(e)  Safety  from  Fire.  No  workshops  exist  in  the  district,  with 
more  than  40  persons  employed,  necessitating  special  provision, 
under  this  clause. 

(f)  Home  Work.  No  action  has  been  taken  or  required  under 
this  clause. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  personally  visited  and  inspected 
25  of  the  premises  on  the  Register. 

Slaughter  Houses,  Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  the  above.  They  have 
been  periodically  inspected  and  found  in  good  order. 

Public  Lavatories. 

The  Public  Lavatories  in  Beach  Lane,  the  Great  Western  Railway 
Station,  and  the  lavatories  and  conveniences  at  the  Board  Schools 
have  all  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  in  good  condition. 

Water  Supply. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  insufficiency  of  the  town 
water  supply,  which  has  been  abundant  and  of  good  quality 
throughout  the  year. 

The  number  or  houses  now  supplied  by  the  Waterworks 
Company  is  693,  of  which  32  have  been  newly  connected  this  year. 

Samples  of  the  water  have  been  sent  for  analysis,  as  usual.

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NOTICE. 


The  Newquay  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  calls  the  attention  of  the  Inhabitants  of 

Newquay  and  the  Public  to  the  following  Extracts  from  Acts  of  Parliament. 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1875. 

Sect.  126.  Any  person  who — 

(1.)  While  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder  wilfully  exposes  himself,  without 
proper  precautions  against  spreading  the  said  disorder,  in  any  street,  public  place,  shop, 
inn,  or  public  conveyance,  or  enters  any  public  conveyance  without  previously  notifying  to 
the  owner,  conductor,  or  driver  thereof,  that  he  is  so  suffering ;  or 

(2.)  Being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffering,  so  exposes  such  sufferer  ;  or 

(3.)  Gives,  lends,  sells,  transmits,  or  exposes,  without  previous  disinfection,  any  bedding,  cloth¬ 
ing,  rags,  or  other  things,  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  from  any  such  disorder, 

shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds. 

Sect.  128.  Any  person  who  knowingly  lets  for  Hire  any  house,  room  or  part  of  a  house,  in  which 
any  person  has  been  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder,  without  having  such 
house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  articles  therein  liable  to  retain  infection,  disinfected 
to  the  satisfaction  of  a  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  as  testified  by  a  certificate 
signed  by  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds. 

Sect.  129.  Any  person  letting  for  hire,  or  showing  for  the  purpose  of  letting  for  hire,  any  house 
or  part  of  a  house,  who  on  being  questioned  by  any  person  negotiating  for  the  hire  of  such 
house,  or  part  of  a  house  as  to  the  fact  of  their  being,  or  within  six  weeks  previously  having 
been  therein,  any  person  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder,  knowingly  makes 
a  false  answer  to  such  question,  shall  be  Labe  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Twenty 

Pounds,  or  to  One  Month's  Imprisonment,  with  or  without  Hard  Labour. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (PREVENTION)  ACT,  1890 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  who  shall  cease  to  occupy  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house  in  which  any 
person  has  within  six  weeks  previously  been  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  without 
having  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  all  articles  therein  liable  to  retain  infect¬ 
ion,  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner,  as  testified  by  a  cer¬ 
tificate  signed  by  him,  or  without  first  giving  to  the  owner  of  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a 
house,  notice  of  the  previous  existence  of  such  disease,  and  every  person  ceasing  to  occupy 
any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house,  and  who  on  being  questioned  by  the  owner 
thereof,  or  by  any  person  negotiating  for  the  hire  of  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a  house, 
as  to  the  fact  of  their  having  within  six  weeks  previously  been  therein  any  person  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  knowingly  makes  a  false  answer  to  such  question,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds. 

Sect.  13.  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  cast,  or  cause,  or  permit  to  be  cast,  into  any  ash-pit, 
ash-tub,  or  other  receptacle  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  matter,  any  infectious  rubbish,  without 
previous  disinfection,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Act. 


THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFICATION  ACT,  1889 

Where  an  inmate  of  any  building  used  for  human  habitation  is  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease— 

(1.)  The  head  of  the  family  to  which  such  inmate  (hereinafter  called  the  patient)  belongs,  and 
in  his  defatilt, 

(2.)  The  nearest  relatives  of  the  patient  present  in  the  building,  or  being  in  attendance  on  the 
patient,  and  in  default  of  such  relatives, 

(3.)  Every  person  in  charge  of,  or  in  attendance  on  the  patient  and  in  default  of  any  such 
person, 

(4.)  The  occupier  of  the  building, 

shall,  as  soon  as  he  becomes  aware  that  the  patient  is  suffering  from  any  infectious  disease,  send 
notice  thereof  to  me,  the  undersigned  (Arthur  Hardwick,  Island  House,  Newquay),  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  above-named  Sanitary  Authority.  Penalty  for  failing, 
when  required  to  give  notice  as  above,  not  exceeding  Two  Pounds. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

This  term  includes— Smallpox,  Cholera.  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  Scar¬ 
latina,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  and  any  of  the  following  Fevers— Typhus,  Typhoid,  Enteric,  Relaps¬ 
ing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal.

HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT. 


At  a  Meeting  of  the  Hospital  Committee  held  on  November  30th,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  agreed  to,  and  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  District  Council  : — 

1- — That  the  following  Infectious  Diseases  be  admitted,  viz  : — Scarlet  Fever.  Small 
Pox,  Diphtheria,  and  ( under  certain  conditions)  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Measles. 

2.  — That  in  the  case  of  Patients  removed  compulsorily  by  order  of  the  Medical 

Officer  of  Health,  or  Council,  under  the  P.  H.  Acts,  all  expenses,  including 
•  Medical  attendance,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Council. 

3.  — That  in  the  case  of  Patients  recommended  to  be  removed,  and  willing  to  be 

removed,  but  having  home  accommodation  for  Isolation,  such  charges  shall 
be  made  as  the  Council  shall  deem  fit. 

4.  — Private  Patients  applying  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  granted  its  free 

use  under  certain  regulations,  and  on  giving  a  written  guarantee  to  pay  all 
expenses. 

o. — Patients  removed  compulsorily,  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  shall  be  attended 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  other  cases  admitted,  may,  if  they 
wish,  be  attended  by  their  own  Medical  attendant,  at  their  own  expense. 

6.  — That  in  all  cases,  sent  to  the  Hospital  compulsorily,  and  in  cases  unable  to 

provide  Medical  Attendance,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  attend  and 
be  paid  for  such  Medical  Attendance  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  per  case  by  the 
District  Council. 

7.  — That  a  nurse  shall  be  provided  in  all  cases,  who  shall  be  under  the  control  of 

the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  such  charges  shall  be  made  for  her  services 
as  the  Council  may  deem  fit. 

5. — MANAGEMENT  AND  ACCOMMODATION  OF  HOSPITAL: 

(a)  The  Management  shall  be  vested  in  the  Committee  and  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

(b)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  have  solo  control  during  the 
occupation  of  the  Hospital  by  Patients. 

(c)  No  persons  other  than  the  Nurse,  Caretakers,  and  Medical  Attendants, 
shall  be  allowed  in  the  Hospital  or  Grounds  during  occupation  b}r 
Patients,  except  by  consent  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

( d )  All  orders  for  goods,  food,  etc.,  must  be  by  written  order  with  counter¬ 
foil,  and  signed  either  by  the  Nurse  in  charge,  or  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  except  in  the  case  of  private  paying  patients,  who  must  order 
and  pay  for  their  own  goods. 

9.— FIRING  AND  LIGHTING. 

In  cases  of  paying  patients,  firing  and  lighting  should  be  included  in  the 
free  use  of  Hospital. 

10. — It  is  strongly  recommended  that  a  small  Cottage  be  built  for  a  man  and  wife, 
who  wrould  act  as  caretakers,  so  that  the  Hospital  may  be  kept  permanently 
ready  for  immediate  use. 

1 1  — -It  is  also  recommended  that  a  Boundary  Wall  or  sufficient  fence  should  be 
erected  in  place  of  the  present  temporary  wire  railing. 

12.  — Also  that  a  suitable  covered  carriage  be  immediately  obtained  as  an  ambulance, 

and  a  shed  be  built  on  the  Hospital  grounds  for  its  care. 

13.  — ADDENDA. — Rule  1,  “under  certain  conditions,”  as  under: 

(a)  When  considered  advisable  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the 
interests  of  the  health  of  the  town. 

(b)  By  request  of  visitors,  or  other  persons  willing  to  pay  for  all  expenses, 
and  provided  that  the  accommodation  is  not  used  or  required  for  other 
cases ;  and  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  approves. 

Rule  4,  “under  certain  regulations,”  : 

( a )  The  above  regulations  under  Rule  1  shall  apply. 

(b)  Private  patients  shall  agree  to  submit  to  such  rules  and  restrictions, 
applicable  to  their  special  cases,  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may 
consider  necessary. 
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METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS  for  1902. 


To  the  Newquay  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  the  records  of  the  Daily  Climatological  Observations 
for  the  past  year,  together  with  the  mean  results  for  the  past  10  years. 

The  Mean  Temperatures  have  been  slightly  lower  than  the  average. 

The  Total  Rainfall  27*64  inches,  is  considerably  below  the  mean,  and  is  also  the 
lowest  rainfall  recorded  for  the  past  10  years. 

The  Sunshine  is  also  considerably  less  than  in  previous  years,  and  is  the  lowest 
recorded  since  the  Instrument  has  been  in  use.  There  is  reason  to  suppose  however 
that  this  has  been  partly  due  to  defects  in  the  Sunshine  Recorder,  and  partly  to 
wilful  tampering  with  the  instrument.  To  prevent  the  latter,  the  Recorder  has 
been  protected  by  a  wooden  fence  and  padlocked  gate,  and  the  defects  in  the  instru¬ 
ment  have  been  reported  to  the  Meteorological  Office. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  past  year’s  observations  a  complete  series  of  10 
years  daily  records  have  now  been  obtained,  and  a  permament  and  accurate  record 
established,  which  will  not  only  he  of  value,  as  affording  indi>putable  proof  of  the 
mildness  and  equability  of  the  Climate  of  Newquay,  hut  will  also  serve  as  the  basis 
for  future  observations  and  for  comparison  with  the  statistics  of  other  Home  and 
Foreign  Health  Resorts. 

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  10  years  records  as  shown  in  the  Table  of 
Meteorological  Means  and  Totals  is  the  remarkably  low  mean  range  recorded  year 
by  year,  and  also  month  by  month  in  the  Table  of  Comparative  Statistics  of 
Foreign  Health  Resorts. 

No  other  evidence  than  this  is  needed,  to  prove  the  extreme  equability  of  the 
climate  of  Newquay,  a  characteristic  which  is  of  far  greater  importance,  for 
invalids,  than  a  few  degrees  higher  or  lower,  of  actual  mean  temperature.  Other 
important  features,  are  the  large  amount  of  mean  daily  sunshine,  the  comparatively 
small  annual  rainfall,  and  the  high  mean  winter  temperature,  all  matters  of  the 
greatest  import  to  the  Invalid,  or  those  in  search  of  a  mild  and  sunny  winter 
residence. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  regret  that  the  increasing  pressure  of  private  and 
public  professional  work,  and  the  additional  duties  which  have  been  imposed  on 
me,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  compelled  me  to  resign  the  work  of 
continuing  the  daily  observations  for  the  future.
